PREFACE 


This issue of Education abstracts is devoted to a consideration of educational encyclopaedias and dic. * 
tionaries. The Secretariat undertook the task of compiling this bibliography some time ago in an effort to | 
find out what reference tools might be available in the field of education to help them in their own work, ™ 
and also to advise inquirers who turned to them for help. The bibliography is presented here as a service 
to the public and also in the hope that people may be stimulated to undertake the revision of old material 


or the preparation of entirely new books. 


The issue is divided into three parts, The first part consists of an essay on the subject as a whole by 
Professor Robert B. Sutton of the College of Education of the University of Ohio. The second part consists | 
of an annotated bibliography of selected dictionaries and encyclopaedias which the Secretariat felt would be 
of most interest to readers. Recency of publication was, perhaps, the most important criterion in selecting 
the material included in this section. The final part is a list of dictionaries and encyclopaedias known to 


the Secretariat but not annotated. In this section are included works which are now out of date, previous

editions of works annotated in the second section of this issue, and recent material which the Secretariat 
did not have at hand to consult. 


The Secretariat is most grateful to Professor Sutton for his essay and also for his interest, suggestions

ENCYCLOPAEDIAS AND DICTIONARIES OF EDUCATION 
NEW, AND PROJECTED 


by Robert B. Sutton 


There is no merit in attempting to distinguish at 
length between encyclopaedias and dictionaries of 
education, for often what is called a "dictionary" 
or "lexicon'' is clearly encyclopaedic in scope and 
in the problems which must have confronted its 
editors. Even those dictionaries of education 
which do hold themselves to defining the terms 
used in that subject of study, especially as it may 
have been developed in a particular country (or, 
more occasionally, to defining the terms used in 
a specific branch of education), have obviously 
been based upon searching analyses of the body 

of educational literature; their production has 
differed in purpose but not in kind or in essential 
method from that of an encyclopaedia. In this 
essay, for simplicity's sake, I shall speak of all 
the publications as "encyclopaedias". Since the 
word itself and the treatment of the topic here 
may rather usually imply a multi-volume work 
containing articles of both biographical and 
general educational character, the reader must 
make appropriate corrections when he thinks of 
other sorts of educational encyclopaedias and 
dictionaries. 

As is well known, any of the early general en- 
cyclopaedias (that is, the medieval or early 
modern ones) was usually the work of a single 
man and thus bore clearly the stamp of his indi- 
viduality, consistently reflecting his philosophic 
or political or literary point of view. Even in 
the eighteenth century, when general encyclopae- 
dias came to be written by groups of men, the 
pattern persisted; the classic instance is the 
great Encyclopédie of Diderot and his associates, 
which was planned to elucidate all the sciences in 
accordance with Bacon's classification of them. 
For that matter, anyone who reads a number of 
general encyclopaedic works of our own time will 
find their several points of view perhaps less 
striking but nonetheless real. 

Nor are educational encyclopaedias any different 
inthis regard. While not all of them are so self- 
consciously evangelistic as, for example, was 
Rein's in its Herbartianism, it is patent that an 
encyclopaedia of education can no more be stand- 
punktlos than can a history. At the very least, 
the selection or omission of topics, or their rela- 
tive weighting, will show quite as forcefully as 
the language used what the editors conceive to be 
the meaning of education or pedagogy or the pur- 
poses of teacher training. A rapid scanning of 
various encyclopaedias will give a clear proof of 
this fact. One needs at times to read only a few 
articles in an encyclopaedia to learn to predict 


with accuracy thereafter how any given topic will 
be treated, or even indeed, in some extreme 
cases, whether it will be treated at all. 

Because each encyclopaedia of education has its 
own point of view, it follows that direct compari- 
son among encyclopaedias for purposes of evalua- 
tion is somewhat difficult. Certainly each ency- 
clopaedia must be judged upon its own grounds. 

If an editor, acting upon a traditional conception 
of the school and its social réle, elects to include 
a number of articles which would obviously be in- 
appropriate in an encyclopaedia germane to 
another conception of the school or of teacher 
training for other schools, who shall say him nay? 
We can only say of his work that it would be likely 
to be unsatisfactory for widespread use where 
greatly different ideas of education are commonly 
held. When an American teacher, educated in 
the past quarter century, leafs through some 
European encyclopaedias of education and finds 
articles on "Chastity", "Suicide among Children", 
and ''The Children's Town", he will naturally 
shake his head, for these have only remote rela- 
tion to the professional education he has received. 
But I am certain that teachers of many lands who 
encounter in a corresponding American publication 
implicit assumptions concerning universal secon- 
dary education, the co-educational, comprehen- 
sive high school as sine qua non, and the concern 
of teachers for the guidance of children in non- 
intellectual behaviour, must also shake their 
heads, for these are too foreign to their own 
experience, 

Here we come close to observing the serious 
danger in this matter of differing points of view: 
there is always the risk that an encyclopaedia 
which adheres to an explicit point of view may 
become too narrowly parochial. The danger is 
real, as anyone who has sampled a cross section 
of the encyclopaedias will testify. There is, for 
example, a Protestant work so Protestant indeed 
that it has no article on the Jesuits; there are 
many works exhibiting countless instances of 
well written articles followed by bibliographies 
showing books only in the mother tongue and some- 
times not even all these, if some were published 
in another country; there are several encyclo- 
paedias of contemporary education so earnestly 
contemporary that they must seize upon the latest, 
the most newsworthy thing in education, however 
trivial it may be, and thus they distort present 
reality in education, defacing the modernism they 
intend to depict. 

Even if we insist that an encyclopaedia must be 























judged in great measure by its own standards, we 
may certainly question, as has been implied, 
whether these standards are inclusive enough or 
precise enough or consistent in their application. 
But we need not stop here, for there are at least 
four other groups of criteria, few or none of them 
absolute, which are readily applicable to all edu- 
cational encyclopaedias. Many of the separate 
considerations are so obvious and commonplace 
that I should apologize to mention them, except 
that I have observed for each in its turn at least 
one encyclopaedia which grossly fails the test. 

The first set of criteria | have in mind relates 
to the design of the book, The book itself, espe- 
cially in its format, must be satisfactory, not 
simply for occasional reading, but for steady use 
as a reference tool. That is to say, the type faces 
must be well chosen, with close attention being 
paid to the readability of the smaller faces which 
are used for footnotes, quotations, or bibliographic 
entries. Column widths must be appropriate and 
convenient for reading. Some attention must be 
given to the aesthetic effect of the extraordinary 
typographical masses created by entries of quite 
irregular lengths; particular care must be taken 
to make the short entries which are merely cross 
references serve their important purpose without 
marring many pages of the work. One could go on 
for a long while, suggesting more and more 
mechanical considerations of these sorts, but 
soon the essay would sound like a primer for 
editors of big books, It bears repeating that these 
"simple" structural matters have now and again 
been overlooked in the publication of educational 
encyclopaedias. 

A second category of standards deals with the 
organization of the content. First, it is highly 
preferable for an encyclopaedic work to be alpha- 
betical in its organization, as in fact almost all 
such compilations have been since about 1700. 

The editors of a few educational encyclopaedias 
have thought it desirable to use a dual system 
under which all general topics are arranged in 
one alphabetical sequence in one or more volumes 
and all biographies are placed together in another 
volume in a separate sequence. I think that the 
librarians in the United States of America, at 
least, would favour a single alphabet over such 

a dual arrangement, but there is no invariable 
law. It is, however, invariable that there must 
be a complete and finely detailed index if the work 
is to be truly useful. Only if there is ample 
guidance from an index can the individual reader 
assemble for a given topic all information which 
can be found in the work and thus attain the utmost 
profit from it, since otherwise he will lose a 
great portion of what could be available to him. 
Instead of an index, some editors have tried to 
use extensive cross references, some of them 
short entries, but most of them indicated by 
various symbols or given in lists appended to the 
articles. There should certainly be cross refer- 
ences in considerable numbers but they can never 











substitute entirely for an index. Indeed they can 
be overworked to the point where the repeated 
interruptions of qv or the asterisk seriously 
distract the reader and impede his progress, 

The nature and form of the articles are the 
focus of the third group of criteria I would 
suggest. The overall conception of each indivi- 
dual encyclopaedia must dictate the general 
pattern of the length of its articles: in the light 
of guiding principles, it may, for example, be 
deemed advisable to treat all secondary education 
in one large article, or instead, each particular 
phase of that topic may be allotted its own space, 
which might vary from one phase to another or 
might be relatively fixed and rather short, again 
depending upon the motivating ideas basic to the 
whole work, In any case, every article should 
be of a length appropriate to the topic and its 
importance in the general scheme, and there 
should be evidence of consistent policy on this 
score, It is difficult to conceive a rationale 
which would justify giving Milton three columns 
in an educational encyclopaedia and Comenius 
only one, but beyond such obvious precautions 
as this, the underlying purpose of the encyclo- 
paedia must be our guide. I am not prepared to 
accept the dictum of the editor of a scholarly 
dictionary of another discipline who has told me, 
only half in jest, that an editor must expect to 
cut every article in half, because professors tend 
to say too much anyway! 

Whatever their length, it is plain that the 
articles of any encyclopaedia should be of a 
piece as to style; their manner and tone should 
be moderately uniform, and their purposes 
should be clearly consistent, so that the work 
as a whole has not an uneven quality as it is read 
consecutively. Moreover, the spirit of the 
articles ought usually to be scholarly, not simply 
reportorial, and each should bear the signature 
of its author, whose scholarly and professional 
attainments ought to be indicated separately, 
perhaps in a foreword or appendix. All, or 
almost all, articles should be accompanied by 
bibliographies which should be carefully selective; 
at the same time, in so far as possible, they 
should be broadly inclusive, especially if the 
topic has been of international interest or is a 
controversial subject. 

In the selection of articles and in the organiza- 
tion of their content, there is great latitude, as 
may be inferred from what has been said, but 
there yet are some general principles which 
should be observed; these form the final group 
of criteria which seem to be useful, There should 
be a balanced selection of topics: accurately re- 
presenting education in many countries, at differ- 
ent levels, and in its various aspects. Just to 
report of Kerschensteiner, Geheeb, the Einheits- 
schule, and the Landerziehungsheim does not show 
the development of German education in the 
twentieth century, but it must be confessed that 
in some areas of education certain encyclopaedias 
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have tended to give quite as spotty a coverage as 
this. It is not enough for the topics to have con- 
sistency and a certain sort of completeness, they 
must also be widely spread enough to reach out 
toward the fields which are neighbouring to 
education: the behavioural sciences, philosophy, 
and history, among others. There should be a 
fixed policy, clearly exhibited, with regard to 
how the encyclopaedia shall deal with "border 
problems", that is, how much shall be included 
(and in what connexion) of psychology, sociology, 
and anthropology, for example, as they illumine 
educational problems. The biographical articles 
present a special border problem; although it is 
easy to agree that a biography should stress the 
educational contributions of the person described 
and hold to a minimum the other facts of his life 
and times, necessity will differ according to 
country and the expected use of the book: volumes 
intended for countries with more limited accessi- 
bility to supplementary general reference works 
might sensibly include more general biographical 
data than would their counterparts in countries 
with greater library resources. 

If the point of view expected to characterize an 
encyclopaedia has been well thought out and judi- 
ciously developed and applied, many of the pitfalls 
Ihave indicated are easier to avoid. The editor 
will be able to make the work "tight", so that 
overlapping between articles is held to a mini- 
mum and the work can be read and used as a uni- 
fied whole. 

It may well be asked whether the time is now 
opportune to compile an international encyclo- 
paedia of education, or indeed whether there is 
reason to believe that such a work is actually 
feasible. I think that it is and, further, that one 
may speak with modest assurance of some steps 
to be taken in the development of the project. If 
we wish the work to be comparative and evalua- 
tive and its governing point of view to involve an 
analytical approach to all educational topics, then 
I should assume that the project would not be 
closely allied to any major official or semi-official 
body, lest its evaluative criticisms be inhibited 
by considerations arising from such a relation. 

It might function best as an Institute, possibly 
affiliated with a major university which would 
shelter it, although its support would come chiefly 
from philanthropic foundations or individuals; 
moral support would be given it, one should hope, 
by several dozen learned societies and profes- 
sional organizations throughout the world. 

Regardless of where the work is edited, patently 
there must be international councils to direct the 
enterprise, To advise the international governing 
board, there should first be a number of planning 
conferences, probably regional, to deliberateon 
questions ranging from directly practical ones to 
matters definitive of the basic point of view: 
whether there should be simultaneous publication 
Mm several languages, simultaneous publication 
in English in a few countries, or a simple publi- 


cation; whether (and which) controversial topics 
should be handled by one judicious, "objective" 
authority, or by two or more known adherents 
to different views; whether biographical sketches 
should be limited to persons now dead; the degree 
to which the content of certain classes of articles 
should be statistical and the relation of the 

content to existing current sources such as 
Unesco's World survey of education and other 
widely disseminated reference tools; the ways 

in which materials from psychology and other 
disciplines closely related to education shall be 
utilized in the work; the problem of supplements 
to minimize obsolescence of the encyclopaedia 
after its publication, 

It is obvious that the great bulk of the effort 
expended in producing an encyclopaedia of educa- 
tion must be spread over a decade of writing 
articles and editing them, dealing with authors 
and scholars and printers, translating, compiling 
bibliographies, and so on, almost endlessly. But 
it seems clear also that, in a most literal sense, 
the inspiration of the work will come from the 
initial planning and defining, although that phase 
may be completed within a year or so, Some 
measure of what must be done in planning and 
definition can be derived from research with 
which my students have aided me in the past few 
years. A study of existing encyclopaedias and 
other appropriate sources shows that it is rather 
difficult to compile a list of more than about 
2,500 to 3,000 reasonably independent topics of 
a certain level of generality, such as truancy, 
pupil transportation, examinations, lycée, educa- 
tion in Afghanistan, and others. If the articles 
were expected to treat the topics expansively and 
somewhat exhaustively, the list of independent 
entries would shrink rapidly to only several 
hundred, as in the Encyclopedia of educational 
research.1/ More specific treatment, as ina 
number of lexicons, would lead to brevity, and 
might possibly double the list. To permit culling 
and to clarify the process of defining the point of 
view of the encyclopaedia, there should be com- 
piled an initial list of ten or twelve thousand 
general words and phrases. The same logic, 
applied to biographical entries, leads to an 
estimate of 2,000 to 2,500 persons to be selected 
from an initial list perhaps four times as long. 

An encyclopaedia of 5,000 entries to which mode- 
rately extensive treatment is given will fill ten 
quarto volumes of about 750 pages each, There 
will be at least a thousand or fifteen hundred 
authors; in the selection of these persons and 

of the topics they shall write upon, the advice of 
two or three thousand consultants will necessarily 
be sought, 

In his plan for a world encyclopaedia, H.G. Wells 
aimed at avoiding obsolescence by continuous revi-

sion, This makes admirable sense in such a vast 
scheme as his, but much less sense when the 
project is several printed volumes relating to one 
segment of man's knowledge. In dealing with the 
problem of revision on so limited a scale, we can 
identify possibly three categories of articles. 
First there are those which give current informa- 
tion and statistics and which are likely to be out- 
dated in three to five years. Second, there are 
articles which have a useful life for ten to twenty 
years. These deal with historical and scientific 
matters concerning which continuously accumula- 
ting data force eventual reinterpretation, as for 
example, learning, adolescence, or protohistoric 
societies. Thirdly, some articles may well re- 
main basically unchanged for forty or fifty years, 
for example most biographies and many historical 
articles. Approximate ratios for the various 


categories depend upon the point of view from 
which the work is written, but it seems likely 
that, in any event, a high percentage would be of 
the second category. If articles of the first 
category could be held to a minimum by careful 
planning, then a single supplementary volume in 
each decade should serve to keep the work vital, 

In fine, I believe that we can now seriously 
urge a new encyclopaedia of education, inter- 
national in its scope, which will take about ten 
years to bring to fruition, To its original ten 
volumes there will be added decennial supple- 
ments to reach a total of perhaps fifteen volumes, 
After fifty years have passed, the encyclopaedia 
will doubtless be replaced, but it will remaina 
fitting monument of the century in which universal 
public education spread around the world.

This glossary contains 31 national chapters, in- 
cluding most European countries and Australia, 
Canada, Egypt, India, New Zealand, Palestine, 
Union of South Africa, and United States of America. 

The glossary was, at the time of compilation, 
current in scope and each national chapter was 
prepared on the same pattern. Included are an 
introductory section followed by definitions of 
academic institutions, governing and administra- 
tive bodies, administrative and academic staff, 
students and student associations, and examina- 
tions, degrees and diplomas. ‘The terms defined 
are given in the language of the country, and, in 
the cases where a country uses more than a single 
language, second languages where necessary. In 
the chapters for countries which do not normally 
use the Roman alphabet the term defined is given 
in the national alphabet and also in Roman trans- 
literation, 

There is a word by word index which refers the 
reader to the country of origin where the definition 
may be found. In cases where the word is common 
to more than one country all definitions are indi- 
cated, 


2. Unesco. Draft glossary of educational terms 
in the Germanic languages; section II, the 
administration of education. Paris, 1956. 
43 p., processed. 











As part of its programme for the promotion of the 
exchange of information on education, Unesco is 
engaged in the compilation of an international 
glossary of educational terms. This draft section 
which gives the English definitions of Germanic 
terms concerned with educational administration 
is the first result of the project. Countries re- 
presented are Austria, Belgium, Denmark, 
Federal Republic of Germany, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Sweden, Switzerland, Iceland and 
Liechtenstein. 

The glossary is broken down into three cate- 
gories. Part I is an index on a conceptual basis, 


of "generic" educational terms in English. Part II 
gives a list of these terms, codified in four main 


categories and various sub-categories, and ac- 
companied by definitions. Under each English 
term are grouped what are believed to be the 
corresponding Germanic terms together with 
their specific definitions, Part III is an alpha- 
betical index of terms in the Germanic languages, 
with cross references to Part II. 


3. Unesco. World survey of education; _hand- 
book of educational organization and statistics. 
Paris, 1955. 943 p. Also published in 
French. 








This volume describes the educational systems of 
200 different countries and territories and covers 
also educational administration and organization. 
In addition to being a valuable handbook in com- 
parative education, it contains a glossary of 
educational terminology giving the English trans- 
lation of meaning of foreign terms used. These 
terms consist of those used in pre-primary, 
primary, secondary, vocational and teacher 
training education. 


BELGIUM

This encyclopaedia is in a single alphabet although 
there is a ten year gap between the first and 
second volumes. There are articles on the history 
of education, teaching method, curriculum, psy- 
chology and psychiatry and their relation to 
education, educational systems in other countries, 
and the life and work of famous educators. Many 
of the articles include statistical matter and 
illustrations, and there are extensive bibliogra- 
phies listing writings in several languages. 

There is an index of proper names and a subject 
index. 


CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
5. Chlup, O., Kubélek, J., /and/ Uher, J. , 


eds. Pedagogické encyclopedie. Praha, 
Novina, 1938-1940. 3 v. 





This encyclopaedia published nearly twenty years 
ago covers all aspects of Czechoslovak education 
at that time. Broad treatment is given to educa- 
tional theory and practice as the work was intended 
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mainly as a teachers' guide. Answers are 
provided to a large variety of teaching problems 
and in every case the writer relates the educa- 
tional topic under discussion to basic psycholo- 
gical and sociological principles. The encyclo- 
paedia also deals with the psychic and physical 
development of children, 

While most emphasis is placed on ideas and 
contemporary practices, articles on the history 
and development of education are also given, 
Each article has a bibliography of local and 
foreign (especially USA) publications. 

There are biographies of prominent contempo- 
rary educationists, mainly Czech and Slovak, and 
lists of their writings; these are a valuable 
source of information on dissertations and theses 
which have not been widely disseminated. 

An important place is given to school organiza- 
tion, administration and statistics in Czecho- 
slovakia, Education in other countries is treated 
more cursorily. 


DENMARK 


6. Leksikon for opdragere. Pedagogisk- 
psykologisk-social handbog, 1-2. Kgbenhavn, 
J.H. Schultz forlag, 1952. 2v. 








This encyclopaedia, the first of its kind to be 
published in Denmark, was compiled by three 
well known educators with the assistance of 300 
specialists and in co-operation with various ins- 
titutions and organizations. Ministries of educa- 
tion and research institutes in countries outside 
Denmark have also’cbntributed. Intended as a 
reference work for parents, teachers, social 
workers, vocational guidance experts and public 
authorities in education, it is presented in dic- 
tionary form and is composed of descriptive, 
critical articles, including statistical information, 
followed by bibliographies. There are many use- 
ful cross-references, 

The emphasis throughout is on educational 
opportunities in a modern society. The contents 
cover the origin, history and present status of 
Danish schools. The organization and administra- 
tion of Danish education at all levels including 
technical schools, universities and all forms of 
adult education. Vocational guidance is also given 
a prominent place. The educational systems of 
countries other than Denmark are treated, the 
most detailed consideration being given to other 
Scandinavian countries, England, France and 
Germany. 

Psychological and educational terms are ex- 
plained and articles on psychology and the history 
of education are well represented in proportion 
to those dealing with Danish education. Biogra- 
phies of the best known educators and psycholo- 
gists are given. In addition to articles on educa- 
tion and psychology there are many on closely 
related fields such as social welfare, health, 
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labour conditions, juvenile delinquency, social 
legislation, and youth organizations and work, 


FRANCE

technique et la formation professionelle, 
Paris, Editions Rombaldi, 1954.

(Encyclopédie générale de l'éducation 
frangaise) 








A companion work to the compilation on the 
French public school reviewed in Abstract No, 7 
The first volume deals with the history of 
technical education from before the end of the 
18th century to the present day, current problems, 
the pattern of technical education and the organi- 
zation of the various technical and vocational 
schools according to the level of training given, 
curriculum and methods, the liaison of technical 


’ education with the various professions, and 


technical education in the overseas territories. 
There is a directory of public technical education 
establishments and a list of vocational guidance 
centres. 

The second volume lists the opportunities for 
vocational training through apprenticeship and 
formal vocational schooling and discusses the 
opportunities for such types of training which 
are available through industry and the various 
Government Departments. At the end of the book 
there is a long list of vocational training schools 
and apprenticeship centres. 

Other titles which are to be published in this 


series are: La jeunesse et les sports, L'enseigne- 





ment secondaire, and L'enseignement supérieur. 








8. Vettier, René, ed. L'école publique. Paris, 
Editions Rombaldi, 1952. 2 v. (Encyclo- 
pédie générale de l'éducation frangaise) 





These two volumes contain studies on the various 
aspects of the French public school, the contri- 
butors being prominent officials of the Ministry 
of Education. 

The first volume deals with the history of the 
public school. It begins with a description of its 
origin from the time of the druids up until 1881 
when the first law organizing public primary 
education was voted by Parliament. The next 
chapter treats of the development of the public 
school from 1881 to the present time under the 
following headings: the three principles of Jules 
Ferry - compulsory, free and public education; 
the parliamentary battle over the Ferry projects: 
the victory of the public school in the middle of 
the twentieth century - liberty, learning, brother- 
hood; and the future of the public school. This is 
followed by two shorter chapters, one on teacher 
training, school attendance, medical services, 
school inspection, and the other on school build- 
ings and equipment and school libraries. 
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The main part of volume two describes the 
conception and application of the primary school 
curriculum under the following subject headings: 
the French language, arithmetic, history, 
geography , elementary science, music and 
singing, drawing and manual training, care of 
the house and the child, directed activities, 
physical education, and training in citizenship; 


these are followed by sections on the extension 


~ 


of primary education and on vocational guidance. 
A first section is devoted to a description of the 
nursery school and the kindergarten. Later 
chapters describe "'l'école nouvelle", the schools 
inthe French Overseas Departments and Terri- 
tories, handicapped children, and in and out-of- 
school cultural activities.

This lexicon is encyclopaedic in its approach, 
and consists of nearly 4,000 articles of current 
and historical interest. 

There are well documented biographies of 
educators from all over the world accompanied 
by bibliographies of their work and of works about 
them. Articles on the psychology of education as 
well as its philosophical and historical aspects 
are well covered and thorough. There are studies 
on curriculum content and methods of teaching, 
including methods which may still be considered 
to be experimental. Education associations are 
listed and descriptions of their work are given. 
Long lists of associations are also to be found 
under the headings ''Gesellschaften", and ''Vereine 
und Verb¥nde". 

Articles on the educational systems of other 
countries are for the most part written by experts 
from the country under consideration. Some of 


these are illustrated by statistical information 


and organizational diagrams. 

Many cross references are made to related 
articles, and the last volume contains a complete 
index both to names and subjects which also 
includes cross references.

This brief book is devoted chiefly to present day 
educational philosophy and psychology. The 
articles, which are of an encyclopaedic character, 
rather than merely a dictionary of definitions, 
are arranged alphabetically according to broad 
subject headings. The descriptive articles con- 
tain cross references to other associated topics. 
There are no bibliographies. 

The biographies included are of remote rather 
than modern figures in educational history, e. g. 
Saint Augustine and Socrates, but not Dewey or 
Montessori. The history of education is touched 
upon as it affects the subjects under discussion, 
Fairly lengthy articles are included on method, 
pedagogy, and various aspects of psychology. 

No articles on education in other countries are 
given, 

There is a list of subjects which are dealt with 
under other topics, and a list of various authors 
cited with the titles of the articles for which their 
writings were consulted.

This dictionary appears in fascicules as a supple- 
ment to the Rivista di legislazione scolastica 
comparata, It treats one country each year 
starting in 1956 with France, and during 1957 

it will cover England. It is intended to publish 

a cumulated booklet on each country as it is 
finished. 

Each fascicule covers a section of the alphabet 
and gives definitions in Italian of the terms used 
in education in the country under consideration. 
The definitions are fairly short and there are 
cross references from terms to the title under 
which they are defined, if they are not treated 
separately. It is purely a glossary and does not 
include historical, psychological or philosophical 
terms except where they are part of the current 
educational vocabulary of a country.

This encyclopaedia consists of monographs on 
various aspects of education and the problems and 
psychology connected with it, as well as on philo- 
sophical questions, 

The first volume contains three parts, the first 
being devoted to a study of pedagogical problems 
from antiquity to the present day, and of formation 
of character by present-day pedagogical methods, 
The second part discusses education in general, 
methods of education, and aspects of education 
such as teacher-pupil relationships, games and 

’ educational value, social education, art and 
science in education, and cinema and the primary 
school, The third part considers primary educa- 
tion in Italy and in the world, and also has a 
chapter devoted to a discussion of studies and 
projects related to school reform in Italy. 

The second volume is divided into three parts 
and an appendix. Part one contains a synthesis 
of the writings of well known educators and 
thinkers on such topics as the goals of education, 
factors in education school and family, school 
and State, and school and the church. Citations 
are taken from Kant, Herbart, Pestalozzi, Froebel, 
Dewey,Comenius, Ferriére, Condorcet, Calo and 
Codignola. The second part is similarly cons- 
tructed and contains writings on method, disci- 
pline, philosophy, psychology, subjects comple- 
mentary to education, and psycho-analysis and 
education, Authors quoted include Aebli, 
Claparéde, Montessori and Montaigne. The third 
part includes writings on punishments and prizes, 
self government, physical education, religious 
education and various quotations on character 
formation, The appendix consists of a monograph 
on the educational philosophy and pedagogical 
thinking of Ferriére and the theory of "activity 
method"; a monograph on Alfieri and his works; 
and a historical study of the formation of the 
Italian State during the 19th century. Many of the 
monographs are accompanied by lists of sugges- 
tions for further thought and study. 

The final volume discusses the development of 
primary school programmes since 1860 and the 
primary school programmes now in effect in Italy. 
Further sections discuss the Montessori and 
Decroly methods and the Dalton and Winnteka plans. 
Another monograph is devoted to Maria Alberti 
and Pizzigoni and their systems of education. The 
final sections are devoted to a discussion of 
children's literature, school hygiene and educa- 
tional legislation, 

Although a full table of contents is given for 
each volume there is unfortunately no index, 
Marginal notes are given on each page to orient 
the reader in his study of each monography. There 
are no bibliographies or biographies as such,

Articles on the educational systems 
of other countries, and a great many biographies 
of educators both living and dead are included, 
Statistics play an important part in the text of 
many of the articles.

The encyclopae- 
dia is well illustrated and gives also a compre- 
hensive annotated bibliography of textbooks. 

For educational terms and names of people and 
places in other languages, the Japanese transla- 
tion is given as well as the original.

in character and are followed by extensive biblio- 
graphies. Biographies are included on persons 
whose life and work is ended and a special index 
volume contains biographies of living Swedish 
educators, psychologists, philosophers and socio- 
logists. In the supplement are grouped summaries 
of articles appearing in the three main volumes, 
Additional information is given when possible, and 
terms not included in the first parts are defined. 
The index volume may thus be used independently 
as a subject index, An English-Swedish glossary 
of the most important words and conceptions in 
psychology, education and sociology is also 
included in the supplement, 

Information is given on education in countries 
other than Sweden, special attention being paid 
to countries which are reorganizing their school 
systems. Fields of science adjacent to education 
and psychology have been treated and the increas- 
ing importance of the use of behavioural sciences 
applied to schools, social work and industry is 
stressed by the inclusion of articles on these 
topics.

curriculum at various levels. There are articles 
on many educational theories and plans, but 
coverage is not complete. 

The third volume is divided into four sections, 
The first lists the names of the 561 authors and 
associations who contributed to the compilation 
of the encyclopaedia. The numbers beside the 
names are source references to the articles in 
the first two volumes. The second part of this 
volume gives a very brief history of education 
from the earliest times to the present. The third 
part is a long biographical section on both living 
and dead educators and educational thinkers and 
authors, with lists of their writings. In some 
cases where an educational theory is not discussed 
in the first two volumes reference will be found 
to it in the biography of the person who created it. 
The fourth part of the volume is devoted to the 
educational systems of all countries of the world. 
Each country is treated fairly briefly; in some 
cases there are diagrams showing the educational 
organization. 

Throughout the work there are useful biblio-

The dictionary was prepared under the sponsor- 
ship of the Phi Delta Kappa, an educational 
fraternity for men, and took seven years to 
complete. In its preparation over 100 educat- 
tional specialists were consulted to select terms 
and formulate definitions in their respective 
fields of specialization, In all approximately 
16,000 technical and professional educational 
terms are defined, including separate sections 
which interpret the most important terms used 
in the study of comparative education in Canada, 
England, France, Germany and Italy. Items of 
an encyclopaedic nature, however, are not 
included unless they form part of a particular 
educational movement, method or plan, Included 
are names of persons, organizations, institutions, 
places, publications, journals, etc. 

With the exception of terms for foreign coun- 
tries, all definitions are listed alphabetically. 
Compound terms are easily located by the use of 
cross references.

Although 
it does not contain biographies, statistics, or 
educational terminology as such, it does include 
a certain amount of historical material as well 
as articles on the organization’and administration 
of education, comparative education, statistical 
methods, and educational psychology.
